( 'iiNsr\Ni'iNori,i:, March 1 '.», 1875.

bo spend the greater part, of my 

winter vacation in Athens, and you may 
be interested in a, brief sketch of that, v isif. 

barted from the harbor of Oonstan- 
tinople, in the weekly Kreuch mail sfeam 
or from Marseilles, and reached the port 
of l'ira'iis in about 36 hours. This is 
a beautiful little bay. and very secure. 
A railroad runs from Piraeus to Athens, 
the only railroad indictee. But this 
must not, be the only index of civiliza- 
tion, or ( Ireecc, with her four miles of 
railroad would stand Terylow. Trains 
run at, intervals of about half an hour. 

The appearance of Athens imp) 
us favorably. The buildings are large 
and handsome ; the streets wide and 
People rido in carriages, and bur- 
dens are carried in wagons, which is not 
the usual custom of the East. The 
Oriental dress seems less popular than 
the I'Vank. Now and then we saw the 
peculiar Greek dress a fustineUa, or 

Skirt Of many folds of white cloth, reach 
arly to the knee ; a short "round 
a-bout coat ;" the red fez, with a long, 
blue tassel ; the feet encased in coarse, 
white stockings, extending above the 
knee, usually knit in some ornamental 

fashion ; and over these a pair of low 
shoos, turning up at the toes so much 
that a small tassel is sometimes bung 
from the upturned point,. I noticed two 
Or three ladies wearing a fos similar to 
those worn by the men, except that the 

tassel was attached by along piece of 

gold braid. The people look intelligent 
and wine awake, but perfiapa they would 
not have made Ibis impression had I 
tone directly to Athens from America. 
The fimt care of a visitor to Athens, is to 

see the antiquit i 

In the southern edge of the city, stand 
sixteen columns of the purest, and liucsl 
marble. They are more than sist\ feel 
high, and sis and a half feet- iu diameter. 
One lies on the ground, ha\ ing been o\er 
thrOWn a few years since ; but- the others 
show no reason Whj they should not 
stand many years longer. The] are the 
remains of the great temple of Olym- 
pian Jupiter. Its foundations were laid 

about 530 l>. 0., though oearlj 
centuries elapsed before the work was 

completed. Some idea of its vast, size 

,, q,.,( ib.. 
adorned with one 

hundred and twenty four columns simi 

lar to the sixteen now standing. 

Within the enclosure of the Acropolis, 
or citadel of the an.icnl cily, arc ruins 
of two additional temples. One is Ihe 
Parthenon, or temple Of Mnierra ; 227 
II. long, 101 ft, wide, and 66 feet high ; 

completed earlier than the temple ol 
Olympian Jupiter, and formerly contain 

a1 wonderful statue o\' Minerva, 

hi, ill Ivory and gold.

The 
place Was most admirably adapted hy na- 
ture for this purpose, for hills riseonthree 
, an angle of about I ■"> \ to a height 
thirty or forty feet. Scats were made 
in these banks as for the theatre, and it, 
is estimated th;W 20,000 persons could 
be accommodated by them. 

A I a little distance west of the 
Acropolis was the puyx, or place of hold- 
ing public assemblies, and the high stone 

platform, hewn from the solid rock, from 
which Demosthenes delivered his ora- 
tions. The marketplace, where the peo 
pie ware accustomed to gather in groups 
to pass away leisure time, to discuss the 
various ipieslions of the times, or io learn 
something from the teachings of the 
philosophers, (Acts wu, 21,1 was be- 
tween this and the Acropolis. Ilere 
Paul encountered the Epicurean and 

Stoic philosophers, and thence he was 
led to Mars Hill, a, few yards distant. 
(Acts xhi, 17 1!).) 

Mars II ill is merely an immense rock. 
four or live stairs arc cut in the stone 
to facilitate tho ascent on the south. The 
I partis perhaps twenty feet above 
the surface on tho south side, but three 
or four times that distance on the north. 
History says that the court of tho Aicofa 
gus, which formerly sat, at that place, was 
composed of four hundred members. I 
thought they must have .sat closely to 
Bother if all had seats upon this rock. 
The Greeks guard all these relics of the 
past, with great care. The Acropolis and 
the theatre ol Dionysius are pre 
by guards. Mars Hill needs no senti- 
nwl. and is the most enduring of all, 
not only from its structure, but, from its 
iciations, 

One afternoon we rode to BUeusis, 

about ten miles distant, where stood a 
magnificent temple to Ceres, and where 
the Klousiniaii mysteries were performed 
Our road was by the old "sacred way ." 
which "all Athens" took on their way 
to celebrate their yearly festivals at that 
We found the ruins of the torn 
pie all broken and lying on the ground, 
but we also saw the scene of the battle 
of Salamis, and felt that, the journey waa 
profitable.

HrMl'lllilF.s ■ This letter should 
contain, according to promise, some ae 
count, of the modern city of Athens. 
Happily, it ii not on the exact site of the 
ancient city, but, adjoining it on the 
south and west. There is a gentle rise 
ground from Piraeus to Athens, 
a distance o( four miles. The palace of 
the King is between two rocky summits 

the Acropolis on the west, and Mount 
«ttU8 00 the east and the 
stretches out toward the north in the di 
rccfion of PirsaUS, The view extends, 
on the west, over the plain far out to 
sea ; on the north and northeast, over 
"Plato's grove," and other thousands of 
Olive trees, along the "sacred way" to the 
pass of Daphne, toward Eleusis ; on the 

cast along the narrow valley toward 
Marathon, taking in many mountnin 
summits ; while on the south, Mount 
llviucttiis extends from the scans far 
the eye can leach tO the ■ 

We ascended Mount Kyccabettus, 
where the ancient Greeks were acens 
tomed io watch i'<^' their ships returning 
from battle, and again, for enemies, 
whose coming they feared. It, was a dc 
light fill view, which We obtained the 

valleys and plains dotted with hamlets 

or farm houses j good roads winding out 
from the city in every direction ; and 
the two classic rivers, the Missus on tho 
east, and the t'ephissus on the west. 

which are of sufficient volume io hod! 
cale their course, though in themselves

Mi si.o. The cily has quite a, modern 

look, and the principal streets arc Very 
wide and clean.

The 

were lined with soldiers, and the 

people crowded in behind them. Many 

issed curving the reprcscnta- 

1 the various European govern- 
ments, glittering in gold lace and rich 
costumes ; and ollicers of the army in 
their showy uniforms, and others dash- 
ed through the si reefs with more bus- 
tle than if they were Commanding in 
bat lie. At length the royal carriage ap- 
peared, surrounded by a small oompany 
of cavalry'. The people raised their hats; 
we did the same, and the Queen, who 
sat on our side, returned our salute by a 
polite how. 

The King and Queen are a youthful 
and handsome couple, and enjoy a good 
degree of popularity. They dross sim- 

,d oftenappear inpuhlie, frequently 
without attendants. It seemed as if all 
the p eop le must have been in the streets 
that day. So it, seemed on the Sabbath, 
and that is one of the sad remem- 
brances of the people, that they regard 
the Sabbath merely as a holiday. 

The lift y fourth anniversary of Greek 
independence is celebrated this year. 
Thui circumstance may help us in judg- 
ing of Greek attainments. All they 
have accomplished has been within fifty- 
four years. This city of 50,000 inhabi- 
tants, is one thing. 

Let us also see what has been done for 
the education of the people. "There 
are now 73,919 persons under instruction 
in Greece, at public establishments," and 
7,978 at private establishments. There 

are 1.141 primary Schools, which are at 
tended by 52,949 boys, and 11,035 girls. 
Then come grammar schools, and gym- 
nasia or academies or colleges ; and 
lastly Mu- University of Athens, found- 
ed in 1 88C, with 50 professors and 1 ,2 II 
students, and a thorough course of study. 
Greeoe has a population of only one and 
a half millions, and perhaps no country 
-sso large a proportion of its in- 
habitants. It is asserted that no man. 
Or child born in the kingdom within 
thirty live years, is unable to read and 
write. 

Something has also been accomplished 
in the way of journalism. Forty print- 
ing establishments and six type foundries 
find constant employment Twenty- 

sev i n newspapers are published in the 

kingdom, and thirteen periodicals. There 

have been several translations of good 
. mix, lew hooks oy fiiou- 

ern authors. It may be expected, how- 
ever, that some who now write only for 
papers, and others who use their knowl- 
edge only for oral instruction in the 
class rooms will, ere long, do something 
io meet this want of good books.

tain. Tho Greeks are devotodlv attached 
to their Church, as patriots. The Church 
is their national bond of union. The 
festivals of the Church contribute more 
to unite them than the games and con- 
tests of their ancestors served to remind 
them of their common origin and asso- 
ciated interests of the several States of 
ancient Greeoe. Here, in Turkey, the 
Creeks of this empire are not recognized 
by the Government as Greeks, but as 
members of the Greek Church. The 
Greeks are intensely patriotic. Thev 
are looking forward to the time when 
the territory which was once theirs shall 
be restored to them, and they shall have 
control of the Mediterranean, as their fore- 
fathers onco had. They try to cultivate 
the sentiment of patriotism and prevent 
all disloyalty. U nder t h o ooou oomst 
it is but natural that they should look 
suspiciously on anything" which looks 
like an attempt to draw people away 
from their Church. Hut, moreover, they 
have an attachment, for their Church. 
They call it the "Orthodox ( uureh," and 
pride themselves on having kept pure 
"the faUh once delivered to the saints." 
They 'claim to hold to the doctrines 
which were established by the earliest 
Christian councils, before errors crept 
into the the churches. There is no dis- 
cussion of d.K-trine, and little apparent 
thought in regard to religion, but to ob- 
serve the rules of the Church. So you 
see there are peculiar difficulties in the 
way of missionary labors among the 
Greeks. The American Hoard has with- 
drawn its missionaries from Greece, not 
from the absolute hopelessness of the ef- 
fort, but because they had not enough 
men for all their fields, and othei 
more promising. At present, all the 
Maries are native Greeks, three of 
them educated in America, and two of 
them American citizens, and two- 
have married American wives. Dr. Kal 
opadaky was educated at the University 
of Athens, and received the degree of M.
